Girard avenue. 


The teirible rush to gain the street 


was of brief duration and that more 
were not killed in the stampede was 
probably due to the fact that the 
church was not. crowded. 
At 
the 


time the disaster occurred, not more 
than 300 persons were oil the second 
floor of the building, which with the 
gallery was capable of accommodat- 
ing 600 to 700. 
The 
fire 
was 
a 


trifling one and was extinguished be- 
fore the firemen arrived. 


The smell of smoke added to the 


panic*and desite the heroic work of 
Rev. 
E. W. Johnson, the pastor of 


the church, who tried in vain to allay 
the fear of the frightened worshipers, 
the terror-stricken people made a des- 
perate .rush to" leave the church, only 
to be choked tip oa tlie narrow stair- 
way. 
Those in the rear leaped over 


the prostrate forms of those who fell, 
and when the rush \\as over eighteen 
lay dead on the first floor and stairs 
of the building.

Stratford county jail in Dover had 
an opportunity to escape on Sat- 
urday afternoon. 
Three availed 


themselves of the chance of liber- 
ty, one of these being "Jack" 
Rogers of this city, who wat ar- 
rested on 
Penhallow street a 


short time ago at the request of 
the Dover police. 


A Dover dispatch of Saturday ev- 


e-aing tells the story: 


Three prisoners charged with break- 


ing and entering, sawed 
their way 


out'of the Stafford county jail this af- 
ternoon, and with the assistance of 
a plank, scaled the high walls. Two 
of them tried to obtain hats and coats 
a few, minutes later from a neighbor- 
ing house, but up to a late hour to- 
night no other trace of them had been 
found, although surrounding 
towns 


had been notified and Sheriff Parker 
and his deputies were 
engagd 
in 


searching the country hereabouts. 


Thirty-two other 
prisoners, 
who, 


with the three men were confined in 
•the walk' which surrounds the fam- 
ous revolving steel jail where 
the 


more desperate characters are kept, 
might have followed had 
they 
so 


wished. 


The missing men are William Iran- 


.na of Lynn, Mass., and John Rogers 
of Portsmouth, and Cleophas Vallieof 
this city. 


Nearly all the thirty-five prisoners 


including the 
missing 
men, 
were 


brought to the jail from the court- 
house during the day, and this after- 
noon were given the liberty of the 
•walk Wibich is outside the revolver. 
There are numerous windows, all se- 
cured "by four iron bars, each about 
an inch in diameter. 


The men who escaped had no diffi- 


culty, apparently, in sawing three of 
the bars and bending them outward. 
So that they could squeeze through 
and drop to the ground, a distance 
of about ten feet. 


There was still the brick wall to 


climb, but In one corner of the yard 
they found a plank, which they placed 
against the wall and then climbed ov- 
er fo liberty. 


i«w«»4Jlliough it was not dark, being 
ju»t about sunset, no one 
observed 


the men as they dropped over tbe wall 
and scurried off down the hill toward 
the river. 


•Shortly• after five o'clock two men. 


Bareheaded and without coats,

Jail and asked for clothing, which was 
refused them.

"I witnessed a bear hunt OE Kadiac is- 


land a few mouths ago. A big brown 
bear, one of the species familiarly 
known on Kadiac island and the other 
Aleutian islands, was pestering the set- 
tlement, and a native who bore a wide 
reputation for prowess among his peo- 
ple decided to go after the animal. Be- 
fore starting on the expedition, how- 
ever, he went to his mother and c.-btained 
her permission. His mother was the 
oldest woman of the tribe, and without 
her consent he wouldn't have stirred s.u 
inch. She gave her consent, so the na- 
tive hunter, armed only with a Knite, 
started out. Three more of us. witii 
rifles,, accompanied him. 
We agreed 


among us to allow the native to have 
the first chance at the bear and to shoot, 
only if he failed to kill toe beast. 


"\Ve came upon the bear in a ravine. 


The native crouched on the ground as 
the bear came up. We became quite ex- 
cited. It was to be a hand-to-hand bat- 
tle, and we leared the native would get 
the worst of it. As the bear approached 
the native it reared on its h;ud legs. 
We had our guns ready for instant ac- 
tion. 
But the guns were not needed. 


Q;;icn as a flash the native sprang up ar"i 
had his knife plunged into the animal's 
heart and was aw^y several steps before 
the bear knew what had happened. It 
was a death blow and we packed the pelt 
back to Karluk in trijniph."

"Prom a Chinese viewpoint." says 


Governor Johnson In the St. Louis 
Republic, "fun-lilt Isn't such a bad 
•on of a pun*. It la to the Chinese 
what poker la to the Americana. Fan- 
tan, however, la different from poker. 
I believe there Is aucb a thine &* sci- 
ence In a poker game. 
Pan-tan Is a 


•ueaa. 


The dealer, by the way. la a re- 


markable aort of a fellow. If he could 
devote hi* energies and abilities to 
some legitimate line of bualneaa he 
might prove a wonder. 
With a deft 


hand and a keen and alert eye. the 
dealer in a fan-tan game watches the 
play of thirty, forty or fifty men, and 
It is his duty to aee that the houae 
doesn't lose any money that belongs 
on the dealer's side of the table. 


A long stick with a crook at the 


business end of It is the only device 
necessary to the employment of a 
fan-tan dealer. 
On the table, when 


the play begins, there are 500 or 600 
ordinary buttons, such as one sees on 
a coat or a shirt. They have-differ- 
ent sorts of buttons In China, but 
any button will serve the purpose. 
The Chinamen in St. Louis use, as a 
rule, an ordinary 
pearl button, 


which la purchased In the dry goods 
houses. 


When the game begins the but- 


tons are placed 
In an Immense 


stack, and 
the 
players 
gather 


around the table. 
Sometimes there 


are so many 
players that the men 


stand around the table three or four 
deep. 


The game begun, the first beta are 


laid. 
The players may bet against 


the dealer or bet among themselves. 
It makes no difference to the dealer, 
as the house, by the rules of the 
game, gets 10 per cent, on all •win- 
nings made on the side. 


As a starter the dealer throws the 


long hooked stick into the pile of 
buttons, and by his deftness extracts 
four. 
He is supposed to take away 


four buttons each time- He must be 
deft and clever to do this, but there- 
in lies the secret of the fan-tan 
dealer's trade. If he couldn't draw 
four buttons each time he wouldn't 
be a good dealer. 
Occasionally he 


misses and only draws three. 
The 


men around the table gamble their 
money, even, on the dealer's chances 
of being accurate. 


"A dollar that he doesn't draw 


four," some Chinaman will shout, 
only he shouts in Chinese. 
Another 


Chinaman will cover,the dollar 
If 


the dealer draws four the Chinaman 
who covered the bet wins the mon- 
ey. One can't figure any percentage 
for or against the bettor in a wager 
of this sort. 
Bach man takes a 


chance. 


Then interest in a fan-tan game 


lies in the result after the buttons 
are drawn. 
Every Important bet Is 


made on the finish. If the player 
bets on an even result he wins, pro- 
vided that at the finish there are 
four or two buttons for the dealer to 
draw. 
If he bets odd he wins la the 


event that one or three buttons re- 
main. He gets even money for these 
bets. 


There are other ways of betting. 


For Instance, the player can lay bis 
money on Xo. 1. This means that 
he bets that one button will remain 
on the table after the last four are 
drawn. 
In the event that only one 


button remains, the men who wag- 
ered their money on N'os. 2 and 3 
lose their bets. 


If the last four buttons drawn by 


the dealer clear the board every one 
who had his money on the odds 
loses 


If the dealer in a fan-tan game 


were as slow as the ordinary man 
might be the game would lag and be 
very uninteresting. 
But the dealer 


works with tremendous speed. 
He 


cua reduce a pile of 500 or GOO but- 
tons within the space of five min- 
utes. 
Drawing down the buttons 


fj.ir at a time, he goes like the 
i, ltd, the players the while keeping 
u;> an ear-splitting conversation in 
Chinese that would make the specu- 
lators on the stock exchange turn 
giecn with envy. 


Once the pile is diminished, the 


buttons uro shuffled and stacked and 
another play begins 


The fan-tun oriorutors frequently 


change their base of operations. 
In 


this way they outwit the police, who 
would never discover them If it were 
not for a few Chinamen who occa- 
sionally Up the police as to the loca- 
tion of the game. 


The Chinamen hato a tell-tale, es- 


pecially one of their own race. 


The Chinaman, even In playing 


American games, Is a better gambler 
than tho American. The Chinaman, 
In the first place, has more conn- 
deuce In his Judgment and, better 
than that, ho ban sense enough to 
quit when he Is winner. No Ameri- 
can over had sonso enough to quit

Early la the nlnei«enth tftii- 


tury the "water shops" were suit- 
ed, nearer the river than the main 
arsenal, for forging the heavier 
pieces, and as the "water shops" 
they are known to this day. 


In the two places 1.800 men are 


employed.and 1.000 magazine rifles, 
can be turned out in a day. 
If iheie 


were 
any 
extraordinary pressure, 


necessitating double shifts, or even 
two and a half shifts, us in war 
time, the output would be corre- 
spondingly greater. 


Up to 1392 the rifle known as 


the Springfield was the regulation 
•un used In the army. At that time 
a change WHS made to the Krag- 
Jorgenseu. which was manufactured 
at 
Springfield 
continuously from 


that date to within the past year or 
so. Now a new model ha* superse- 
ded the Krag-Jorgensen. 
It Is offi- 


cially known as the United Slates 
rifle of 1903. and is suppo&ed to in- 
corporate all the best features of the 
most improved army rifles the world 
over. 


There is no particular necessity 


for secrecy In the manufacture of 
small arms. 
Any government can 


easily get specimens of those made 
In other countries. Col. Phipps, the 
commanding officer at Springfield, se- 
cures foreign made rifles and has the 
experts at the armory take them to 
pieces and report on the details of 
their construction. 


Of course other countries do the 


same with our rifles, so that there 
is not 
much danger of spies at 


Springfield; or, rather, not much of 
an excuse for spying. Nevertheless, 
permits to visit the armory are not 
Issued to foreigners, and the law re- 
quires that every employee shall be 
a citizen of the United States. 


Exceptions, of course, are some- 


times made to the rule against ad- 
mitting foreigners. 
Some time ago 


a number of Japanese visited the ar- 
senal in a sort of "continued story" 
manner. 
The first one liad a spe- 


cial request to study up the subject 
of gun stocks. 
The second was In- 


terested In. the barrel. Another was 
Investigating the magazine; and so 
on. By the time the continued story 
was concluded the Japs had studied 
the whole gun, "lock, stock and 
barrel " 


One of the results was that the 


Japanese have been buying quanti- 
ties of American black walnut for 
gunstocks 
Because of its greater 


density black walnut is the pre- 
ferred 
wood everywhere for 
this 


purpose, but the American product 
is not as good as the European. 


The employees are not under mili- 


tary discipline of any sort. 
One 


would expect to find the place heav- 
ily guarded; for no particular rea- 
son, of course, since no oae is likely 
to try to lug off a case of rifles. Still, 
the ordinary civilian would not be 
surprised to find a soldier camped 
down at every door and peering 
watchfully from every window. 


It is therefore a surprise to find 


that there are exactly forty-three 
soldiers stationed there. 
A sentry 


at each gate seemed perfectly ade- 
quate for the protection of a lot of 
rifles—which nobo.ly wants. 


To guard against imperfections 


every gun made at Springfield is 
fired five times 
A charge one and 


a half times the rsual one is used. 
In order to develop possible seams, 
formed by a blow hole drawn out In 
the making of the barrel. 
An en- 


closure, 
600 
by 
60 feet In size, 


serves as a range, where all guns are 
tested as to their aim, a process 
known as targeting. 
Expert marks- 


men are constantly employ ed at this 
work 


The firing quality of a rifle is 


eoraewhat variable; depending on 
the cartridge, the atmosphere and 
the man behind the gun. All guns 
shoot better In warm weather than 
in cold, owing to the effect of heat 
on the explosive force of powder. A 
temperature of moie than 70 de- 
grees rapldlj increases the Initial 
velocity of a discharged bullet, while 
lower temperatures as rapidly de- 
crease it. 
The question of tempera- 


ture, therefore, directly affects the 
vertical accuracy of a gun; a loss, 
for instance, of a velocity of SO feet 
per second requiring a higher aim 
than what might be called the nor- 
mal one. 


AH for the man behind the gun, 


one may sight a thirty-second of an 
inch higher in the V than, another; 
a scarcely appreciable distance to 
the ordinary gunner himself, but In 
rifles of the present length, of range, 
enough to cause them to fall short 
or to overshoot. 


New French Bullet. 


Important 
improvements 
have 


been made In the arms and ammuni- 
tion of the French Infantry soldier, 
and a now cartridge Is Issued which 
combines many new features. This 
cartridge 
la absolutely 
smokeless, 


not even giving the small puff ob- 
served with tho discharge of the 
present cartridges, while It* bullet Is 
a clgar-shapfc'l cjUnder of bron/.e. 
This revolves with a speod of 3,600 
turns per second dining Its flight, 
and at 
KOO jards It will liavo suffi- 


cient power to penetrate a mass 
equivalent in bulk and resistance to 
i>lx men standing behind one an- 
other. 
This now cartridge Is fired 


from tho Lobol rifle, which Is thus 
brought into tho front rank of mili- 
tary weapons.—Harper's Weekly.

anj addresses is now carried on 
separately by large concerns, that 
furnish to advertisers lists of any 
sort 
desired, from 
one Including 


250.000 farmers west of the Miss- 
issippi Itivfcr to another enumerat- 
ing 1.000 |**rsons in a given State 
who have automobiles. 


Do you wish to advertise baby 


carriages to families with babies? 
The advertising list concern will sell 
you the names and addresses of 10,- 
000 families in a certain city who 
have children under two years of 
age incomes over $5,000. 


Are you a maker 
of 
artificial 


limbs? 
Every day he will furnish 


you a list of persons throughout the 
country who have lost arms or legs. 


Are >ou in the musical line? You 


can have lists of persons anywhere 
who play au> sort of instrument, 
from the gently plinklng mandolin 
to the strenuous bass drum. 


Such lists are obtained in various 


wa>s. To get 250,000 farmers in a 
cei tain territory the address special- 
ists usually go to county tax lists, 
wheie mimes and addresses are ac- 
curate and complete.

source It Is also possible to grade 
the i.ames according to income, esti- 
mates being made by the amount of 
property on vihich each person pays 
taxes. 


Among lists of this character you 


can purchase the names and ad- 
dresses of 125,000 retail grocers,

flour 


mills, or any other general classifi- 
cation desired. 


Advertisers are regular readers of 


ceitalia Information in newspapers, 
such as deaths, births, marriages, 
accidents E 2r> birth means a cent 
or two to the list concern, which 
forwards it to a baby food manu- 
facturer. 


Five cents is paid by a manu- 


facturer of artificial eyes for every 
report of the loss of an eye. 
Even 


deaths are a matter of traffic, for 
families bereaved are canvassed b'y 
the maker of memorial cards. Some 
advertisers put names of this char- 
acter away for a year, until the ex- 
penses attendant upon a death have 
been met by the family, and then 
approach the survivors with a prop- 
osition to erect a monument. 


It is easier to get lists of persons 


who own pianos, stoves, organs, etc., 
or who play certain musical instru- 
ments. Tho advertisers employ chil- 
dren during school vacations, pa} Ing- 
them for filling out blanks with 
correct names and addresses of fam- 
ilies in their own towns, giving 
name of piano, make of stove and 
number, musical inclinations, num- 
ber and ages of children, etc.

mall these days and >our name be- 
comes a valuable commodity to be 
sold to other mall order houses, be- 
ing rated largely according to the 
nature and amount of jour pur- 
chase. 
In this accurate classifica- 


tion of people according to proper- 
ty, occupation, personal tastes and 
family, therefore, it is at once ap- 
parent that the old method of blind- 
ly sending out circ-ular-s-to~njuu.es in. 
city directory Is a hit and miss pro- 
ceeding and wasteful. 


Mall advertisers have also gone 


far in the art of mailing circulars. 
Formerly they weie dumped into the 
post office whenever ready to be 
sent, with little regard for the time 
circulars would be put into the ad- 
dressees' hands. 
But now the ar- 


rival of an advertisement is carefully 
timed by the discriminating. 


Monday 
Is

day 
universally 


avoided, for everybody receives the 
biggest mail of the week that day, 
and all advertisements are sorted 
out rapidly and cast Into the dread- 
ed waste basket. 
Tuesday, it has 


been found by careful experiment 
the country over, is the day when 
everybody receives the lightest mall 
of the week. So the advertiser plans 
to have his proposition arrive on 
that day, preferably along In the af- 
ternoon when probably there Is no 
other mail for the recipient. 


Wednesday is also a light day. 


Thursday is heavier.

HAWKS. 


tfce Mo«t Bloodlhirtly Kill for the 


Mer* "KIMM*." 


Every one will admit that hawks 


kill 
birds. 
Thirty-four 
observers 


consider them seriously destructive. 
It is to be noted, however, that, as 
In the case of the fox, the chief evi- 
dence 1s given by gunners. 
Never- 


theless. It Is probably true that, af- 
ter u>an. the great bird destroyer, 
birds are among the greatest enemies 
of birds. Xo other animals can pur- 
sue birds through the air. No other 
can follow them in their vast migra- 
tions, discover them so far off, 
or overtake and strike them so 
quickly. \Ve must. then, look among 
rapacious birds themselves for some 
of the most potent checks to bird 
Increase. 


The bald eagle feeds mainly on 


fish and has little effect on the num- 
bers of other birds. 
The red-tailed 


hawk is not now generally common. 
Thw red-shouldered hawk seldom 
kills biids or poultry, but. living 
largely on field mice, is believed to 
be a friend to the farmer; but the 
goshawk, duck hawk. Cooper hawk 
and sharp-shinned hawk me all bird 
slayers. 
Of these four the Cooper 


and sharp-shinned hawks, being the 
most common, are most destructive. 
The duck hawlc kills, like the cat. 
for the sake of killing. It pursues its 
prey on the wing, rapidly overtak- 
ing swift-fl>iug ducks. 
Mr. C. E. 


Bailey reports seeing a duck hawk 
overtake and strike three teal In 
succession and then fly off, leaving 
Its victim lying on the water. 
For- 


tunately this hawk Is rather rare in 
Massachusetts. 


The goshawk Is here occasionally 


In 
winter, but 
the Cooper 
hawk 


breeds here and is still common, lo- 
cally If not generally. 
This bird, 


which Is sometimes known as the 
partridge hawk or chicken hawk is a 
feathered pirate. 
Swift, keen and 


daring, it is the terror of both birds 
and poultry. It Is the one bird of all 
others to neutralize the local efforts 
of the bird protectionist 
It is par- 


ticularly obnoxious to the farmer, 
for, 
having once tasted chicken, it 


continues its foiays until it is shot 
or the chickens shut up. 
It will 


sometimes kill full-grown fowls, but 
probably cannot carry them away. 
Its keen eye detects the mother bird 
sitting on the nest. 
At one swoop 


i It snatches bird, nest, eggs and all 


In Its powerful talons, or it spies 
the nestl ngs and picks them up as 
food for its own joung. Conspicuous 
songsters, like the brown thrasher, 
robin, wood thrush, 
rose-breasted 


grosbeak and scarlet tanager, are 
swept from ihelr perches while in 
full song by this bold marauder and 
borne to its ravening brood. 


Even the crafty bluejay does not 


always 
escape. 
As one of 
these 


hawks sweeps into a clearing and 
strikes Its prey every bird song be- 
comes hushed. 
In a moment spar- 


rows, warblers, thrushes, titmice-— 
all the loquacious musical throng— 
find cover or ciouch motionless In 
their hiding places In silent terror. 
Grim death has been among them, 
and It is long before they dare re- 
sume their activities. 
The sharp- 


shinned hawk Is a miniature of the 
Cooper hawk, although perhaps a 
trifle slimmer in build. It is widely- 
known as the chicken hawk, and is 
strong and swift. 
It Is nearly as 


dangerous to birds as Its larger and 
stronger congener. 
It breeds here, 


feeds Its young on birds, and will kill 
birds as large as a jay. 
It is often 


mobbed by jajs, but not infrequently 
strikes ono of its tormentors, when 
all the rest fly off, leaving the hawk 
to finish Its victim. 


Probably most of the birds now 


killed by hawks in Massachusetts 
are struck down by these two spe- 
cies. 
Sometimes in the fall these 


birds may be seen in great numbers 
migrating south. 
Mr. W. S Perry 


estimates that he saw at least 1,000. 
mostly sharp-shinned 
and Cooper 


hawks, going south on October 10, 
1892. 
He watched them flying all 


[-day-. 
He estimate&__t.hat each bird 


will eat on the average two small 
birds each day, or seven hundred 
each year. 
At that estimate the 


1,000 hawks which came within the 
range of his vision would eat 700,- 
000 birds a year. 
I regard these 


two birds and the goshawk as the 
only hawks that should be shot by 
gunners, most others being a posi- 
tive benefit, or so rare as to do little 
harm. 


The pigeon hawk, also a bird 


hawk, is not common, and the spar- 
rowhawk feeds chiefly on insects. 
The broad-winged hawk seldom kills 
birds, and the marsh hawk feeds 
mainly on mammals in most lo- 
calities.—Massachusetts 
Board

An Account of the Traffic in 


Spurious Paintings 


AMERICA THE 
MARKET 


Method* of 
m Ski-ret SyiMUcut*- of 


IV-nler* Kx|*M«d—Factories That 
Turn Out Fraudulent Plt-tnr*-*— 
Many Shipped to Thfa» Country— 
Tricks to Give Ag«d Appearance. 
A curious and instructive account 


of the traffic in spurious works of 
art. as conducted by the most expert 
aud practiced bauds in Paris, is con- 
tributed by M. Ch. Franche in a re- 
ceut Issue of the Revue Internation- 
ale des Fabrications. 


As the article deals largely with 


the so-called dealer expert, a few 
words concerning the qualities aud 
functions of that Important person- 
age may be neceaaary to elucidate 
the facts gathered by M. Franche 
and make their significance clear 
to American readers. To begin with, 
It must be understood that the gov- 
ernment does not. as many are apt 
to believe, hold Itself responsible for 
the authenticity of the articles sold 
at the Hotel Drouot. 


The official auctioneer (conirnls- 


ssiire-prlseur) may be, and frequent- 
ly is, ignorant of art and all things 
related to It, nor does he concern 
himself with the appraisement and 
puffing of the goods sold; that task 
falls to the lot of the expert wb<o is 
chosen by the seller for his own 
benefit and the protection of the 
bidders. It Is the expert who com- 
piles the catalogue, presides at the 
sale and estimates the value of the 
various articles. 


The discoveries of M. Franche 


show that there exists and has ex- 
isted for many years a kind of se- 
cret syndicate of the more profli- 
gate dealer experts, whose object 
is to monopolize the trade In works 
of art and not only to countenance, 
but actively to encourage tho pro- 
duction and propagation of fraudu- 
lent imitations to serve their own 
ends. 


"Controlling every event at tho 


Hotel Drouot, the 'dealer experts," " 
says M. Franche, "are in a position 
which enables thorn to Instigate the 
seizure of pictures by pronouncing 
them spurious, and so they declare 
their vigilance by discrediting such 
as do not boar their stamp, thus 
achieving by Ingenious If Ignoble 
means a practical control of the salo 
of the works of art." 


Here Is a typical example of the 


methods employed by the detUsrs 
In spurious goods: 


The proprietor of a shop In Paris 


having procured four landscapes by 
Corot, 
Daublgny, 
Diaz 
and 
Th. 


Rousseau hired a good copyist, who, 
In return for a comfortable lodging 
In the country with a salary of $200 
a month, undertook to make twen- 
ty-five copies with slight modifica- 
tions of each of the four canvases 
In ten months the task was finished 
to the satisfaction of the employer 
and the hundred pictures were sent 
to this country and sold at a high 
price as originals from one noted 
collection or another. 


An important 
consideration in 


such cases is the necessity of Imita- 
ting the patina of old pictures with 
artificial cracklings and so forth. 
Various methods are employed with 
this end in view. 


Saffron bistre, black coffee and 


licorice are favorite applications as 
a preliminary to varnishing. 
Some 


add a fatty oil to the varnish, or 
a mixture of bitumen, yellow lake 
and red ochre, which gives it some- 
thing the appearance of old varnish. 


In doctoring paintings which are 


wholly modern, the following pro- 
cess is held to be efficacious: 
Th* 


painting 
is first varnished 
with 


white of egg and then powdered 
over lightly with very fine coffee 
grounds; 
on 
this preparation 
la 


spread a thick coating of paste, 
which Is dried before a hot fire, and 
then superimposed by a second and 
finally a third coating.

failures are not by any 


means 
uncommon. 
In successful 


cases the white of egg produces an 
excellent Imitation of the crackling 
of old varnish; the coffee stains re- 
semble the damage done by files, 
and the action of the paste on the 
pigments is not unlike that of time 
and exposure. 


The application of a little yellow 


varnish qualifies the canvas under 
treatment to tho rank of an Old 
Master and in eight or ten months 
time it will be In a fit state for ad- 
mission to tho Hotel Drouot. 
It 


should be mentioned, by the wayf| 
that experienced dealers always em- 
ploy old canvas and old stretchers.

responsible for the discipline in the 
kitchen, and must see that It is kept 
In the best sanitary condition 


Xo juisoner entitled to food is 


prevented from getting as much as 
he wants. 
All prisoners are seated 


In one dining hall. Their positions 
must be erect, their arms folded and 
their eyes to the front until the 
signal is given to commence eating. 
Strict silence must be observed dur- 
ing the meal. 
Staring at visitors, 


talking or laughing or gazing abput 
are forbidden. 
Eating or drinking 


before or after the bell sounds, us- 
ing vinegar In the drinking water or 
putting meat on the table are pro- 
hibited. 


A man who wants more food 


makes his wants known to the many 
waiters by signals — If bread, hold- 
Ing up the right hand; If coffee or 
water, hold up a cup; If meat, a 
fork; If aoup, a spoon; if vegetables, 
a knife. If it Is necessary to speak 
to an officer about the food or ser- 
vice the left hand Is held up and the 
officer goes forward and listens to 
what is said. 


Wastefulness In food is prohibi- 


ted, and a prisoner is required to 
prevent the waiter 
placing more 


food on hit? plate than he can eat. 
At the conclusion of the meal pieces 
of bread must be left on the left side 
of the plate and knives, forks and 
spoons on the right side. 


When a prisoner Is admitted to a 


penitentiary he Is handed the print- 
ed rulea and regulations. 
He is in- 


formed that by observing and obey- 
ing them he can make a good record 
as a prisoner, secure parole and 
other privileges and the shortening 
of his sentence. 


The first requirement Is that a 


prisoner shall obey the orders of 
officers without reply or argument. 
The next is to be quiet everywhere 
and at all times. There must be no 
talking to a fellow-prisoner while In 
line or marching, at meals, in the 
chapel or at work, except when per- 
mission is given by an officer or 
guard. The same rules apply to free 
persons. 
Insolence, profanity, ob- 


scenity are not tolerated. If a man 
has a cellmate he can talk to him, 
but in low tones. Men in other cells 
must not be talked to, and whistling 
singing or other noises are forbid- 
den. 


The person, bedding, clothes, cell 


and library books of a prisoner must 
be kept clean, and no pictures or 
writing are allowed upon the walla. 
Working In undershirt Is prohibited. 
A man found in the wrong cell la 
punished, and no man can have In 
his cell either money, Jewelry, post- 
age stamps or valuables, not even 
stationery, pencils, pens, etc.. unless 
furnished by the officers on writing 
day.. Tools or weapons are forbid- 
den In cells or concealed on the per- 
son. This Includes a knife, against 
which the rules are unusually strict 


Prisoners are required not to be 


Insolent or rowdy in walk, manner 
or gestures, and are forbidden to un- 
necessarily jostle or brush against 
another prisoner with the intention 
of annoying him or provoking him 
to anger. Making faces or gestures 
as Insults will not be tolerated, and 
all sorts of tricks are frowned upon. 
In talking with an officer or guard 
the prisoner must use the title 
"Mr.," v/lth "Sir" sprinkled in be- 
tw«en. This miibt be at two paces 
distant, and a man must not walk 
in between two guards or officers

Connecticut Valley Lumber Company, 
through High Sheriff H. A. Drew of 
Coos county, has served notices on 
holders of liquor licenses in all towns 
and villages near which his men are 
employed, ordering the dealers to sell 
no liquor to men whose names appear 
in the notices, under penalty of the 
law.
